3 Proposed Amendments To Appear 
On Ohio's Ballot at November Poll 


(Editor’s note: Three proposed 
amendments to the Ohio constitu

on a proposed am endment to the 
state constitution to simplify adop­ 
tion of county 
government char­ 
ters. 
It will be am endment No. 3 on 
the ballot. Majority approval of 
those voting will make it a part 
of the constituion. 
Adoption 
of 
the 
amendment 
would 
divide Ohio counties into 
two classes — those with more 
than 500,000 population and those 
below. On the basis of the most 
recent — 1950 — census, only three 
counties 
top 
the 
500.000 
mark. 
Hamilton (Cincinnati) and F rank­ 
lin (Columbus). 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
in 
counties with more than one-half 
million population, would cut out 
one of four steps in the complex 
process by which voters may ap­ 
prove 
a 
county wide 
municipal 
government. It is perhaps the key 
step-;-the requirem ent that a m a­ 
jority of the other municipaliies 
and townships in the county must 
approve the move 
to 
put 
trtem 
out of business. 
Because the proposal Is so com ­ 
plex, 
it 
would 
be wise to begin 
at the beginning. 
For nearly a quarter - century— 
since 
the 
voters 
approved it in 
1933—it has been possible under 
a provision of the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion 
for 
counties 
to fram e and 
adopt county home-rule charters. 
But, in the intervening years, 
not 
a 
single 
Ohio 
county 
has 
adopted such a charter. Several I 
such attem pts have run aground 
on the reef of a four-way voter 
approval 
required 
for 
such

change: 
The constitution now reads: 
" S o charter or am endm ent vest­ 
ing any municipal powers in the 
county shall become effective un-! 
less it shall have been approved 
by 
a 
majority

voting I 
thereon (I) in the county, (2) in 
the largest municipality, (3) in the 
county outside of .such municipal- 1 
it}, and (4) in each of a majority 
of the combined total of m unici-!

within a municipality.)” 
In other words, a 
majority of

agree before it can be approved.

Now comes the proposed change 
in the 1933 am endment. 
It proposes, first of all, that a 
simple majority of all those vot- j 
mg in a county could approve a 
charter which permits a county to 
perform some (not all) city func­ 
tions on a so-called “ concurrent” I 
basis. 
Under 
such 
a charter, for In- j 
stance, a countywide police or fire 
force could be established, but any 
municipality or township within 
the 
county 
which 
preferred 
to

police or fire de­ 
partment could so — on a “ con­ 
current” basis. 
Under this simple majority vote 
would be provided: 
“ In case of conflict between the 
exercise 
of 
powers 
granted

law, whether or not 
such powers are being exercised 
at the time of the adoption of the 
charter, the exercise of power by

Sputnik Propaganda Victory 


Announcement by the Russians that they 
were the first to successfully launch an 
earth satellite was followed by the usual 
propaganda fanfare. What worries many 
American officials is the extent to which 
propaganda m ay be truthful. 
There can be no doubt that the United 
States was caught with its pants d o w n o n 
the satellite project. Expressions o f am aze­ 
m ent—and concern—w h i c h have come 
from v i r t u a l l y every American scientist 
concerned with the'project indicate t h e 
Russians not only have developed t h e i r 
program much more rapidly than t h i s 
country realized, 
but 
the 
M u s c o v i t e 
“ moon"’ is also far superior in weight and 
altitude than anything envisioned here. 
It has become apparent that the Russians 
are anxious to use the International Geo­ 
physical Year for the betterment of their 
prestige in world science. From the incept­ 
ion of the IGY. the Soviet Union has thrown 
itself wholeheartedly into the project. 


The Russian Antarctic expedition is sec­ 
ond only to that of the United States, and 
western observers who have visited Rus­ 
sian expedition ships report the research 
conducted there is of high quality. 
Less than six weeks prior to the satellite 
launching announcement, the Russians 'an­ 
nounced they had successfully fired an in­ 
tercontinental ballistic m issile a great dist­ 
ance. All of these announcements confirm 
the theory that the Soviet Union is placing 
great prestige. 
Militarily, the Russian satellite itself has 
little importance. It is, however, the fore­ 
runner of further space exploration, and 
thus has definite research possibilities. 
It now remains for-U. S. officials to de- , 
cide whether this country’s smaller, lower i 
altitude satellite, which was to be launch­ 
ed next spring, needs revitalization. What­ 
ever the United States now does 
in the 
field of satellites—short of reaching t h e 
m oon—will be an anti clim ax.
